The following statement of- the’ loss of 
the above vessel is due to the courtesy of a 
Fronch officer in Haiphong :—'‘ Tho British 
argue’ Canny Scot, 328 tons, registered 
and owned in Newcastle (N.S.W.), Captain 
‘Alexander Duff, was lost on tho 11th

105° 56’ E. ‘The “vessel was under 
Chinese charter, effected “in Hongkong, to 
Jond salt. on the cogat,of tho Annamite _pro- 
vince. of. Nghe- 1% ‘dledred for: Keus 
Chott. in ballast, with about 600 packages 
of sundrios, sailing on the Sth January. 
This place js at the mouth of a amal{bar river, 
and the Canny Scot grounded in trying to 
cross the bar.on the 11th January. ‘Ihe 
N, E.-mongoon set in, strong on tho follow- 
ing day, a héavy sea got up, and the. masts, 
had tto be cut away, to save thé vessel from 
tukning over. On the 18th, tho . vessel 
being considered a total loss, she was aban. 
doned by the crew, who succeeded in. find
